Tunnels. 


The Ho mans, who were great engi­ 
neers, excavated so me remarkable tun­ 
nels fo r aqueducts, but it has been re­ 
served to the mo derns to use them in 
ro ad-building. One o f the first was that 
under tho river Thames at Lo ndo n, 
co mmenced in 1825, finished in 1843, 
and fo r a while o ne o f tho wo rld’s 
guppo sed wo nders. 
It has since been 
eclipse.*! by the Severn tunnel (also 
co nstructed nuder a river) which is 4» 
miles lo ng. 
The mo st no ted railro ad 
tunnels are: 
St. Clo t hard, 
miles; 
Mo nutCeniP, 7} miles;and the Ho o sac, 
4] miles. 
The railway fro m Bo lo gnd 
to Bisto ja, acro ss tlie Appennines 
(Italy) has fo rty-six tunnels in a dis­ 
tance o f sixty-two miles, equaled o nly 
by the Black Fo rest railway (Ger­ 
many) which has twenty-nine tunnels 
in fifteen miles, o ne o f which fo rms a 
co mplete letter “S.” 
The wo rld no w 
has eighty six canal tunnels, length 
GO miles; nine hundred and fifty-seven 
railway tunnel« , 291 miles: eight sub­ 
aqueo us tunnels, (>! miles; aud thirty- 
seven aqueducts, 80 miles. 
No rth 
America has o ne hundred and fifteen 
railro ad tunnel« , several o f them en­ 
gineering wo rks o f great skill and 
co st- but 
tho ugh 
the 
Burlingto n 
Ro ute has no ne o f them, its attractio ns 
in the way o f equipment, speed, safety, j 
and scenery are such that it is the I 
favo rite line with huudreds o f tho u­ 
sands o f intelligent travelers between 
the great cities o f Chicago , St. Lo uis, 
Denver, Kansas City, Omaha, Minne­ 
apo lis and St. Paul.

The trip to No rthern M inneso ta 
made by the legislato rs last w eek w as 
o ne which will J>ear go o d fruit in re ­ 
gard to « baping legislatio n co ncern­ 
ing the iro n industries o f o ur state. 
The party left St. Paul at 2:15 o n 
Thursday o ver the St. Paul & Duluth 
in five sleeping cars which had lieen 
pro vided fo r the entire trip. 
Duluth 
was reached in time fo r supper, aud at 
11 p. m. a special train to o k the party 
o ver the I). A 1. K to the no rth where 
lies the unto ld wealth o f iro n o re. 
At 
6 a. in., Friday mo rning, Ely whs 
reached, which is the end o f the ro ad 
ami where are lo cated the Chandler 
and Pio neer mines. 
Here the party 
wa*> breakfasted and the fo reno o n 
spent in viewing *he wo rks aud ex­ 
plo ring tJie mines. 
The Chandler 
mine w'as disco vered in 1886, and in 
I888 ttie railro ad reached that po int, 
the to wn o f Ely springing up aud 
gro wing rapidly until to day it is a 
city o f 3,.5<MI peo ple and metro jHilitan 
in its airs. 
The mayo r o f the city, 
Jo hn Pengilla, is also manager o f the 
Chandler mine and a ro yal go o d fel­ 
lo w. 
The city is situate« ! o u the ro cky 
hills so uth o f Lo ng Lake, and is en­ 
tirely dependent upo n tJie mining in- 
dustry fo r its suppo rt, altho ugh lum­ 
bering o n a small scale has been co m­ 
menced. 
The writer, with many 
o tliers, descended the shaft o f the 
Chandler, go ing do wn 475 feet, where 
the party was given a chance to see 
ho w the o re is taken fro m the bo wels 
o f the earth, and acquaint themselves 
with the artuy o f miners who spend 
almo st their entire life undergro und. 
The o utput o f this mine is 2,000 to ns 
daily o f what is kno wn as so ft o re 
which is guaranteed to carry 63 j>er 
cent o f iro n, and is o f a very desirable 
« juality, and is said to find ready pur­ 
chasers. 
There are fo ur shafts in this 
mine and the levels are 60 feet apart. 
The party stayed in the mine fo r three 
ho urs, climbing fro m o ne shaft to the 
o ther by means o f ladders and explo r­ 
ing each level until curio sity was ex­ 
hausted, as well as endurance, and 
after three level« had been do ne the 
cage was called ami the party was 
o nce mo re lauded o n the earth’s sur­ 
face, many o f them glad to lie where 
they co uld breath the free air again, 
and vo wing they wo uld stay o n to p 
the balance o f the trip. 
The party 
made the trip fro m Ely to To wer, 
where dinner was served the party, 
and the mines o f the Minneso ta Iro n 
Co . were viewed. 
The o utput o f these 
mines is hard o re, the shafts being 
fro m 400 to 800 feet deep, and have 
undergro und co nnectio n with each 
o ther, 7(X) men being emplo yed in the 
wo rks. 
Of all the mines visited these 
were co nceded to be the mo st sub­ 
stantial and best planned, and in all 
respects is a mo del in the line o f 
wo rk. 
To wer City has 4,000 peo ple and is 
a very busy place, having all branches 
o f business usually fo und in places o f 
a much greater po pulatio n. 
Max 
Shapiro , a fo rmer Brainerdite. is a 
resident o f that city, and is do ing a 
thriving Imsiuo ss in the meat line, be­ 
sides being the o wner o f several go o d 
business blo cks, and is co nsidered o ne 
o f the substantial men o f the city. 
One drawback the city has is that the 
miuiDg po pulatio n all live o utside the 
city co rpo ratio n and peddlers who sell 
by sample and o therw'kJQ ‘ 1° a go o d 
business with them to the detriment 
o f the merchants, and they canno t be 
reached by the laws which go vern 
such things in the city. 


Fro m To wer the party went to 
Biwabic, where the Canto n and Hale 
mines are lo cated, and fro m there to 
Virginia City, where a banquet was 
tendered by the citizens at the Virginia 
Ho tel, and the rig h t was spent in that 
thriv ing city, adjacent to which is the 
Auburn mine, which last year put o ut 
110,809 to ns o f o re. 
Lum bering is 
also carried o n here to quite an ex­ 
tent. 


The peo ple o f Virginia City did 
their utmo st to pro vide pleasure fo r 
their visito rs, and their ho spitality 
will no t be so o n fo rgo tten. 
The city, 
situated in a wilderness, is pro vided 
with electric lights, water wo rks and 
all mo dern impro vements, its streets 
are wide aud the place has a thrifty 
appearance. 
Two years ago the to wn 
was co mpletely destro yed by fire, but 
it was re-built in a mo ie substantial 
mauner and a steady increase in 
po pulatio n has made it o ne o f the best 
mining to wns o n the Mo sabi range. 


Fro m Virginia tho excursio n train 
left at 11 a. m. fo r Two Harbo rs, dinner 
being served o n the train while en- 
ro ute, aud after viewing the great o re 
do cks there the party left fo r Duluth^ 
arriving at 4 p. m. and spending the 
balance o f the day there, the evening 
being devo ted to a banquet at the 
Spalding Ho use, at which 325 peo ple 
participated, the return trip to St. 
Paul being started at m idnight and 
the city was reached at 7:30 Sunday 
mo rning. 
Much credit is due Chairman Mc- 
Innis, who had charge o f the junket, 
and who was ably assisted by Messrs. 
Cant and Smith, the o ther representa­ 
tives o f the Duluth delegatio n. 
Very few o f the members o f the 
legislature who participated in the 
trip had ever visited a mining regio n 
ami no ne wete aware o f the po ssibili­ 
ties o f No rthern Minneso ta as an ore 
pro ducing co untry until they had been 
o ver the gro und and seen fo r them ­ 
selves what o thers hail to ld them 
existed. 
I t was the universal o pinio n

ORGANIZATION WOULD BE RUIN. 


A Se ns ible Le tte r From a Cas t County 
Citize n on Organization. 


Mb. E d itor; 
Much has been said 
concerning the organization of Cass 
« onu \ , both for and against. 
The 
question naturally arises whether it 
would be a benefit to the tax pay ers 
to organize or not to organize. 
Cass 
county , aa it now stands, has all the 
advantages necessary for educational 
ini «‘rests. 
School house« are built 
where the country ia settled. 
There 
is school held in theee house« a« many 
mouth« in the y ear as parents will 
send their children to the schools 
Tex t books are furnished each child 
All schools are « applied with all neces­ 
sary apparatus for ex pediting school 
work. 
Under ex isting circumstances 
(.’ass county has ample funds for 
building school houaee and supporting 
schools wherev er there is a sufficient 
number of children to establish a 
scho o l. The tax es of Case county 
hav e av eraged 9 mills on the dollar 
fo r the past six y ears—v aluation being 
no greater than in Any other county . 
What more can a county want than 
low v aluation, small tax es, and good 
scho o ls? 
The agitato rs of organization claim 
that the vast lauds of the county are 
not tax ed high enough, also that Crow 
Wing county deriv es more benefit 
f ro m tax es of Cass county than Cass 
co unty does itself. 
They also claim 
that the money Cass county pay s to 
Crow Wing would be sufficient to run 
Cass county . Now, the money paid to 
Cro w Wing is not deriv ed by a per cent 
on the dollar, bnt so many mills per 
acre, which usually amounts to about 
|6,000. This amount cannot be altered 
o nly as Cass county gains or loses 
acres. 
For this $6 ,000 Crow Wing 
officers do the work—Crow Wing 
takes care of the judicial affairs, elec­ 
tions, and assessments—which alone 
would nearly consume the $6 ,000 per 
year. 
Now, let ns consider Cass 
county as organized. 
Ths south end 
of the county is settled, while the 
northern portion is not settled. Of 
course our schools are s:tasted in the 
settled portions. 
Should the county 
be organized school districts must be 
orgsnized. 
Kv en if we should hav e one town- 
ship (which is the moet territory 
allowable) comprise a school district, 
and the highest lawful tax . there 
would not be money enough to keep 
the necessary four months of school 
in each district, as the total tax es of 
the settled portion did not ex ceed 
$1,200 in the y ear 18 94 . 
The tax ee 
from the other portion amounted to 
about $36 ,000. 
Now, shonld we 
organize under the most fav orable 
circumstances—hav e honest, prndent 
officers, keep up our courts, etc., it 
would cost the oounty in the neighbor­ 
hood of $6 0,000 per y ear. 
In addition 
it would be necessary to bond the 
county to construct the county build­ 
ings. 
In order to carry on tfie county 
affaire it would cost the oounty three 
times as much aa it does at the present 
time. 
What I mean to say is, that in­ 
stead of pay ing a one cent tax , we 
wonld hav e to pay a three cent tax and 
school tax additional. 
In the spring 
of 18 92 and 18 94 , I assessed the west­ 
ern half of tha oounty , am} hav e 
talked with almost ev ery tax pay er in 
that portion, and can honestly say 
that they are not in fav or of organizing 
the oounty . 
They ex press themselv es 
as being satisfied as things now are. 
I think I am safe in say ing that if the 
v ote was left to the tax pay ers alone 
they would not v ote to hav e the coun­ 
ty organized. 
Nearly ev ery two in 
three settlers that v ote are not tax 
payei s. 
Iu conclusion I would say that it 
would be better for us not to organize 
until we are more able to pay a large 
tax . 
Also, that if we should organize 
and raise the tax , the pine would be 
taken out of the county as qnickly as 
possible. 
The pine owners would not 
stand a large tax . 
It seems to me 
that it would be far better to receiv e 
the benefit from those pine lands a 
good many y ears than to receiv e a 
much larger tax for a few y ears only . 
I know well enough that those work­ 
ing to hav e the county organized are 
anx ious for organization becanse they 
hope 
by so 
doing to hav e 
the 
connty funds in their care, which 
funds they will be able to care for 
better than they will take care of the 
county , 
In other words, tfiny are 
looking for something fat.

The state superintendent of schools 
has issued his eigth benmal report. 
The report of County Superintendent 
Wilson, of this oounty , is as follows: 
The schools of this county hav e 
made v ery fav orable progress duriug 
the past two y ears, 
While hard times 
hav e 
prev ented 
any 
considerable 
lengthening of the term of school, y et 
some districts are v oting sev en, eight 
and nine months- 
The desire for a 
better class of teachers is almost uni­ 
v ersal throughout the county , and 
teachers bolding third grade certifi­ 
cates are not held in high esteem. 
The Teachers’ Institutes of three or 
fo ur y ears ago are and onght to be a 
thing o f the past. Continuing for only 
a few day s the heat they oonla do was 
to amuse and entertain the teachers 
and Rend them back to their schools 
with a little more ambition but no 
more real knowledge than they had 
before the Institute. 
The Summer 
Training School, holding a month 
and taught by persons who know that 
their future employ ment depends on 
the character of their work, giv es 
practical and thorough instruction in 
the v arious branches required to be 
taught in our country schools. 
I am 
conv iuced tfiat our Summer Schools 
will be of the greatest serv ices to onr 
teachers wbon the work each y ear is 
confined to a few studies and those 
subjects are as thoroughly taught as 
they are in our best regular schools. 
The free tex t book sy stem has b« sen 
in use in most districts only a few 
months,—not long enough to giv e a 1 
comparison of cost. 
Tho plan grows 
m faTor the longer it is use« i ami 
should be made obligatory in all dis­ 
tricts by onactment of the legislature. 
The sta te ono^mill tax has been of 
benefit to onr schools ami should 
be 
co ntinued. 
A p po rtio nm ent money is, I think, 
in ev erv case used as tho law intends 
it sho uld be used.

The Game and Fish Bill. 
The game and fish bill, which passed 
the house Tuesday, makes several 
changes in the open seasons for gAtn© 
and fish. 
No change is made in the 
open seasons for prairie chickens, 
partridge, grouse or quail. 
The use 
of pond nets in interstate waters is 
permitted under certain conditions. 
Moose, elk and caribou are protected 
until Jan. I, IWS. The open sea­ 
sons are: 
Wild ducks, geese, brant, snipe— 
Sept. I to April 15. 
Golden plover—Sept. I to June I. 
Deer—Nev. I to Nov. 26, (and only 
five deer may be killed by any one 
person during the season.) 
Bass, wall-eyed pike, etc.—May I 
to March I. 
Brook trout—May I to Sept. I. 
The board may authorize citizens 
of the state to take with spear during 
December, January and February 
from the inland lakes for home con­ 
sumption any fish except bass, wall­ 
eyed pike and trout. 
The shipment from the state of any 
variety of bass, pike or trout caught 
iii the inland waters, is prohibited.

Tunnels. 


Tho Romans, who were great engi ­ 
neers, excavated some remarkable tun­ 
nels for aqueducts, but it bas been re­ 
served to the moderns to use them in 
road-building. One of the first was that 
under tho river Thames at London, 
commenced in 1825, finished in 1843, 
and for a while one of the world’s 
supposed wonders. 
It has since been 
eclipse:! by the Severn tunnel (alae 
constructed nuder a river) which is 4$ 
miles long. The most noted railroad 
tunnels are: St. Gotbard, 9} miles; 
MounbCenie, 74 miles;and the Hoosac, 
miles. The railway from Bologna 
to Pistoja, across the Appenninee 
(Italy) has forty-six tunnels in a dis­ 
tance of sixty-two miles, equaled only 
by the Black Forest railway (Ger­ 
many) which has twenty-nine tunnels 
in fifteen miles, one of which forms a 
complete letter “S.” 
The world now 
has eighty six canal tunnels, length 
66 miles; nine hundred aud fifty-seven 
railway tunnels, 291 miles; eight sub­ 
aqueous tunnels, 6J miles; aud thirty- 
seven a quod acts, 80 miles. 
North 
America has oue hundred and fifteen 
railroad tunnels several of them en­ 
gineering works of great skill and 
cost—but 
though the Burlington 
Route has none of them, its attractions 
in the way of equipment, speed, safety, 
and scenery are such that it is the 
favorite line with hundreds of thou­ 
sands of intelligent travelers between 
the great cities of Chicago, S t Louis, 
Denver, Kansas City, Omaha, Minne­ 
apolis and St. Paul.

Here the party 
was breakfasted and the forenoon 
spent in viewing the works arid ex­ 
ploring the mines. 
The Chandler 
mine was discovered in 1886, and iu 
1888 ttin railroad reached that point, 
the town of Ely springing up and 
growing rapidly until today it is a 
city of 3,500 |n*ople and metropolitan 
in its airs. The mayor of the city, 
John Penguin, is also manager of the 
Chandler mine aud a royal good fel­ 
low. The city is situated on the rocky 
hills south of Loug Lake, and is en­ 
tirely dependent upon the mining in­ 
dustry for its support, although lum­ 
bering on a small scale has been com­ 
menced. 
The writer, with many 
others, descended the shaft of the 
Chandler, going down 475 feet, where 
the party was given a chance to see 
how the ore is taken from the bowels 
of the earth, and acquaint themselves 
with the army of miners who spend 
almost their entire life underground. 
The output of this mine is 2,000 tons 
daily of what is known as soft ore 
which is guaranteed to carry 63 per 
cent of iron, and is of a very desirable 
quality, and is said to find ready pur­ 
chasers. There are four shafts in this 
mine aud the levels are 60 feet apart. 
The party stayed in the mine for three 
hours, climbing from oue shaft to the 
other by means of ladders and explor 
ing each level until curiosity was ex­ 
hausted, as well as endurance, and 
after three levels had been done the 
cage was called and the party was 
once more landed on the earth’s sur­ 
face, many of them glad to be where 
they could breath the free air again, 
and vowing they would stay on top 
the balance of the trip. The party 
made the trip from Ely to Tower, 
where dinner was served the party, 
and the mines of the Minnesota Iron 
Co. were viewed. The output of these 
mines is hard ore, the shafts being 
from 400 to 800 feet deep, and have 
underground connection with each 
other, 700 men being employed in th© 
works. Of all the mines visited these 
were conceded to be the most sub­ 
stantial and best planned, and in all 
respects is a model in the line of 
work. 
Tower City has 4,000 people and is 
a very busy place, having all branches 
of business usually found in places of 
a much greater population. 
Max 
Shapiro, a former Brainerdite. is a 
resident of that city, and is doing a 
thriving business in the meat line, be­ 
sides being the owner of several good 
business blocks, and is considered one 
of the substantial men of the city. 
One drawback the city has is that the 
mining population all live outside the 
city corporation and peddlers who sell 
by sample and o th e r s? do A good 
business with the m to the detriment 
of the merchants, and they cannot be 
reached by the laws which govern 
such things in the city 
From Tower the party went to 
Biwabic, where the Canton and Hale 
mines are located, and from there to 
Virginia City, where a banquet was 
tendered by the citizens at the Virginia 
Hotel, and the right was spent in that 
thriving city, adjacent to which is the 
Auburn mine, which last year put out 
110,809 tons of ore. 
Lumbering is 
also carried on here to quite an ex 
tent. 
The people of Virginia City did 
tiieir utmost to provide pleasure for 
their visitors, and their hospitality 
will not be soon forgotten. The city, 
situated in a wilderness, is provided 
with electric lights, wator works and 
all modern improvements, its streets 
are wide and the place has a thrifty 
appearance. 
Two years ago the town 
was completely destroyed by fire, but 
it was re-built in a moi© substantial 
manner and a steady increase in 
population has made it one of the best 
mining towns on the Mesabi range. 
From Virginia the excursion train 
left at l l a. rn. for Two Harbors, dinner 
being served on the train while en­ 
route, aud after viewing the great ore 
docks there the party left for Duluth, 
arriving at 4 p. rn. and spending the 
balance of the day there, the evening 
being devoted to a banquet at the 
Spalding House, at which 325 people 
participated, the return trip to St. 
Paul being started at midnight and 
the city was reached at 7:30 Sunday 
morning. 
Much credit is due Chairman Mo- 
Inuis, who had charge of the junket, 
and who was ably assisted by Messrs. 
Cant and Smith, the other representa­ 
tives of the Duluth delegation. 
Very few of the members of the 
legislature who participated in the 
trip had ever visited a mining region 
and none were aware of the possibili­ 
ties of Northern Minnesota as an ore 
producing country until they had been 
over the ground and seen for them­ 
selves what others had told them 
existed. It was the universal opinion 
that the time is only a short ways off 
when Minnesota will be second to no

Text books are furnished each child- 
All schools are supplied with all neces­ 
sary apparatus for expediting school 
work. 
Under existing circumstances 
Cass county has ample funds for 
building school houses and supporting 
schools wherever there is a sufficient 
number of children to eatablish 
school. The taxea of Cam county 
have averaged 9 mills on the dollar 
for the past six years—valuation being 
no greater than in any other county. 
What more can a county want than 
low valuation, small taxes, and good 
schools? 
The agitators of organization claim 
that the vast lands of the county are 
not taxed high enough, also that Crow 
"Wing county derives more benefit 
from taxes of Cass county than Cass 
county does itself. They also claim 
that the money Cam oounty pays to 
Crow Wing would be sufficient loran 
Cam county. Now, the money paid to 
Crow Wing is not derived by a percent 
on the dollar, but so many mills per 
acre, which usually amounts to about 
$6,000. This amount cannot be altered 
only as Cam oounty gains or lose* 
acres. For this $6,000 Crow Wing 
officers do the work—Crow Wing 
takes care of the judicial affairs, elec­ 
tions, and assessments—which alone 
would nearly consume the $6,000 per 
year. 
Now, let us consider C 
county as organized. The south end 
of the county is settled, while the 
northern portion is not settled. Of 
course our schools are situated in the 
settled portions. 
Should the oounty 
be organized school districts must be 
organized.

In order to carry on th© oounty 
affairs it would cost the oounty three 
times as mach aa it dom at the present 
time. What I mean Ie say is, that in 
stead of paying a one cent tax, we 
would have to pay athree cant tax and 
school tax additional. In th# spring 
of 1892 and 1894, I assessed the west­ 
ern bal? of tkp county, and harp 
talked with almost every tax payer in 
that portion, and can honestly say 
that they are not in favor of organizing 
the oounty. They exprom themzelvm 
as being satisfied as things now ars 
I think I am safe in saying that if the 
vote was left to the tax payers alone 
they would not vote to have the coun­ 
ty organized.

T em perature of th e Body. 
The Kansas Medical Journal has 
the following to say concerning the 
temperature of the body: 
“It is remarkable what slight 
variation there is in tho tempera­ 
ture of the healthy human body. 
The normal temperature is 96.6, aud 
it is a fraction less than thi« ~no or 
twohours aft©* uiidnight, while tho 
131 °. .vim urn temperature occurs from 
one to two hours after tho noon hour. 
The ingestion of food, fasting, exer­ 
cise, all aro factors in slightly vary­ 
ing the temperature. 
Tho great pe­ 
culiarity about tho temperature of 
man is its evenness under all condi­ 
tions. Heat or cold causes but slight 
variation, and in man less than in 
any other animal. Iii extremes that 
would bo fatal to many animals man 
can enduro and enjoy good health 
under those circumstances. 
“We road of arctic voyagers endur­ 
ing a temperature ranging from 80 
degrees to 90 degrees and oven 102 
degrees below zero, while, oil tho 
other hand, in tho tropics, during 
the greater part of tho year, tho 
temperature ranges from I OO degrees 
to HO degrees above, and yet men 
enjoy hoalth in such varying tem­ 
perature. Wo aro told that tho work­ 
men of Sir F. Chantroy woro accus­ 
tomed to enter a furnace in which 
his molds were dried while tho floor 
was rodhot and a thermometer in 
tho air stood at 250 degrees F.

The Fish Fed Once a Day—They 
F astidious la E ating. 
The work of providing suitable food 
for the many varieties of foreign and 
domestic fish iii the New York city 
aquarium makes a very curious and in­ 
terest in study. The food provided is 
as nearly tis possible like the food the 
tisn eats in its natural free slate. The 
fish are fed once a day at a regular 
hour. Tho live food is placed in the 
tanks and is soon captured by the fish, 
and the dead food is thrown into the 
pools as required and the part not used 
is afterw ard taken out to keep the 
l>ool clean. It is found necessary to 
have as much variety as possible iii 
fish foods, since the fish are very fas­ 
tidious iii their diet and often refuse 
to oat the food offered them. 
Tho live food consists of clams, 
shrimps, billies, crabs aud a variety of 
small fish. Clams are used in large 
quantities, tieing cut up into siz**s to 
suit tho fish. For sharks and such large 
fish Hat menhaden ar** placed in the 
pools. Th** skate aud the dogfish eat 
large snails, the striped bass are fed 
on soft crabs. The smaller fish require 
especially prepared fruit. If clams are

JAPS FEAST ON LIVE FISH 


They Defend Thin Cruel (’a ltu n by 
Our Exam ple. 
A favorite dish among the epicure* 
of Japan is raw fish eaten alive. 
Til** dish Is prepared as follows: 
Fpon a lied of green alyao, a very com­ 
mon sea Avoed in Japan, is laid the 
fish, which is then carefully carved 
into slices. 
This carving is a delicate operation, 
for the carver must not injure the 
heart, liver, stomach or gills of the 
fish. Th** vital parts being intact and 
tilt* fish laid upon the cool, damp sea 
weed. it Avill live until the termination 
of the meal. 
As th** guests require them, slices 
ar** transferred from the body of the 
unfortunate fish. 
A guest of a Japanese said he cou!d 
not cut his 
slice of fish Avhiie the 
former owner of the morsel was re­ 
garding him with seemingly reproach­ 
ful eyes, and he commented upon the 
cruelty of the custom.

The sea horses are especially 
delicate feeders, and great care is ta­ 
ken in preparing their food. A minute 
crustacean is sometimes put .in their 
tanks. Shrimps are also used at times 
for tliis purpose. They must be per­ 
fectly fresh, however, aud be served 
with the greatest care to make it re­ 
semble the sea horse’s natural food. 
The barnacles are provided Avith a 
net which they move through the wa­ 
ter to secure their food, aud are also 
very particular iu their fare. The juice 
of clams or oysters is usually fed to 
them by dropping it in the Awater di­ 
rectly above them. The barnacles sub­ 
sist on the fibers of the mollusk. The 
sm a lls crustaceans ere fed Arith Aery 
small pieces of young hermit erabs. 
snails, lobsters, etc. The coral poly])# 
and other very small varieties are fed 
in a sim ilar way. Great care is always 
exercised to provide the best quality of 
food and to vary it so as to make it 
appetizing to the fish. Tho work of 
feeding and the antics of the fish while 
eating are Avell worth watching. The 
feeding hour is indeed by far the most 
interesting part of the day in the great 
aquarium.—Scientific American.

THE KITCHEN RANCE BOILER 


Dan arr* Connected W ith It** l i e a n i 
How to Avoid Them, 
It is not an uncommon tiling to hear 
of tile explosion of the range boiler, 


av!th more or Jess disastrous results. 
Numerous cases of death are reported, 
and serious scalding^ ami much wreck­ 
age of dwellings. The only AA’onder is 
that there arx* not more of these acci­ 
dents. when one considers the extreme­ 
ly careless way in which many boilers 
are put up. A very bot lire is made. 
The w ater reaches a tremendously 
high temperature, and generates steam 
with a pressure sufficient to m n a 
email engine. Added to this is the 
pressure from the mains, and a source 
of great danger is present in the house­ 
hold. Every kitchen boiler should bo 
provided wit ll a valve or an escape 
pipe of some sort. One of tin* best ar­ 
rangements of this kin*l ever devised 
Avas, some years ago .put into a house, 
and it has Avorked so well that non** 
of the socalled scientific improvements 
have been welcomed to displace it. A 
small pipe is carried from the top of 
the boiler to the top of the house. Here 
it makes an abrupt turn, going down 
again to the tank in the bath room. A 
smaller pipe is attached at the highest 
portion of the bend. and this mils out 
at the roof by tile side of the bath 
room ventilating pipe. This house is 
so situated that the pressure is un­ 
usually heavy, and this device was 
adopted because a very strong valve 
must Ik* used, too strong to be safe un­ 
der ordinary circumstances, as the Aca­ 
ter would l*e forced through tile escape 
pip**. As at present arranged, the waste 
water which goes up through the pipe 
returns to the Im til room.

Tin* chief instrumentality at first 
used for keeping colored voters from 
the polls after the Avar avus tin* Kti- 
Ivlux Klan, a secret society organiz'd 
in Tennessee iii I Stiff. It sprung from 
tin* old night patrol of slavery times. 
Then every Southern gentleman used 
to serve on this patrol, whose duty it 
was to whip severely every negro 
found absent from home without a 
puss from his master. Its first post­ 
bellum work was not ill meant, and its 
severities came on gradually. 
Its greatest activity Avas in Tennes­ 
see, Arkansas and Mississlpi, where its 
uwful mysteries and gruesome rites 
spread utter panic among the supersti­ 
tious blacks. Men visited negroes* lints 
and “mummieked” about at first Avltli 
sham magic, not xx*itIi arms at all. One 
would carry a flesh bag in the shape of 
heart aud go around "hollering for 
fried nigger meat.” Another avouUI 
put on an India-rubber stomach to star­ 
tle the negroes by swallowing pailfu ls 
of Awater. 
Another represented that he had been 
killed at Manassas, since which time 
“some one had built a turpike over his 
grave and he had to scratch to get up 
through tile gravel.” The lodges Aver** 
“dens,” the members “ghouls,” “giants,” 
“goblins.” “titans,” “furies,” “dragons” 
and "hydras,” Avere names of different 
classes among the officers. 
Usually the mere existence of a ”deu” 
anywhere was sufficient to render do­ 
cile every negro in the vicinity. If 
anything more was required a half- 
dozen “ghouls,” making their nocturnal 
rounds in their hideous masks and long 
white gowns, frightened all but the 
most hardy.—Scribner.

The New Game Law. 
The game and fish bill introduced 
at the first of the session and which 
has ran the gauntlet of the judiciary 
and fish and game committees, was 
finally passed by the house on Tues­ 
day, and several changes id the open 
seasons are made. As far as prairie 
chickens, partridge, grouse and quail 
is concerned the time for killing re­ 
mains as in the old law, and moose, 
elk and caribou are protected until 
Jan. I, 1898. Spring shooting was 
adopted, the dates being as follows: 
Wild ducks, geese, brant and snipe— 
Sept. I to April 15. 
Golden plover—Sept. I to June I. 
Deer—Nov. I to Nov. 20, and only 
five deer to be killed by any one per­ 
son during the season. 
Bass, wall-eyed pike, etc.,- May I 
to March I 
In addition to the law governing 
fishing the board of game commis­ 
sioners may authorize any citizen of 
the state to take with spear daring the 
months of December, January and 
February from the inland lakes for 
home consumption any fish except 
base, wall-eyed pike or trout. Fish­ 
ing with nets for white fish and 
tulipies during the month of Novem­ 
ber is also permitted by applying for 
a license to the board. 
The shipping from the state of any 
variety of bass, pike or trout caught 
in the inland waters, is prohibited.

The Game and Fish Bill. 


The game and fihh bill, which passed 
tho house Tuesday, makes several 
changes in the open seasons for game 
and fish. 
No change is made in the 
open seasons for prairie chickens, 
partridge, grouse or quail. 
Tho uee 
of pond nets in interstate waters is 
permitted under certain conditions. 
Moose, elk aud caribou are protected 
until Jan. 1, J898. 
The open sea­ 
sons are: 
Wild ducks, geese, brant, snipe — 
Sept. 1 to April 15. 
Golden plover 
Sept. 1 to June 1. 
Deer—Nov. 1 to Nov. 20, (and only 
five doer may be killed by any one 
person during the season.) 
Bass, wall eyed pike, etc.—May 1 
to March 1. 
Brook trout—May 1 to Sept. 1. 
The board may authorize citizens 
of the state to take with spear during 
December, January 
and February 
from the inland lakes for homo con­ 
sumption any fish except bass, wall­ 
eyed pike and trout. 
The shipment from the state of any 
variety of bass, pike or trout caught 
in the inland waters, is prohibited.

Tunnels. 


The Romans, who were groat engi - 
noors, excavated some remarkable tun­ 
nels for aqueducts, but it has been re­ 
served to the moderns to use them in 
road-building. One of the first was that 
under tho river Thames at London, 
commenced in 1825, finished in 1843, 
aud for a while one of tho w'orld’s 
gnpposed wonders. 
It has since been 
eclipse;! by the Severn tunnel (also 
constructed under a river) which is 4!, 
miles long. 
Tho most noted railroad 
tunnels are: 
St. Got hard, 9J miles; 
MountCenie, 7} miles;nnd tho Ueosac, 
4] miles. 
The railway from Bologna 
to I’istoja, across the Appennines 
(Italy) has forty-six tunnels in a dis­ 
tance of sixty-two miles, equaled only 
by the Black Forest railway (Ger­ 
many) which has twenty-nine tunuols 
in fifteen miles, one of which forms a 
complete letter “S.” 
The world now 
has eighty six canal tunnels, length 
GO miles; nine hundred and fifty-seven 
railway tuunels, 291 miles; eight sub­ 
aqueous tunnels, G| miles; and thirty- 
seven aqueducts, 80 miles. 
North 
America has oue hundred and fifteen 
railroad tuunels, several of them en­ 
gineering works of great skill aud 
cost—hut 
though 
the 
Burlington 
Route has none of them, ih» attractions 


1 he trip to Northern Minnesota 
made by the legislators last week was 
one which will hear good fruit in re­ 
gard to shaping legislation concern­ 
ing the iron industries of our state. 
The party left St. Paul at 2:15 on 
Thursday over the St. PhuI & Duluth 
in live sleeping ears which had been 
provided for the entire trip. 
Duluth 
was reached in time for supper, aud at 
11 p. in. a special train took the party 
over the D. iV, 1. R to the north where 
lies the untold w ealth of iron ore. 
At. 
6 a. in., F riday morning, Ely was 
reached, which is the end of the road 
and where are located the Chandler 
and Pioneer mines. 
Here the party 
was breakfasted and the forenoon 
spent in viewing the works and ex­ 
ploring the mines. 
The Chandler 
mine was discovered in 1886, and in 
1888 the railroad reached that point, 
the town of Ely springing up and 
growing rapidly until today it is a 
city of 3.5IM) people and metropolitan 
m its airs. 
The mayor of the city, 
John Peugilla, is also manager of the 
Chandler mine and a royal good fel­ 
low. 
T he city is situated on the rocky 
hills south of Long Lake, and is en­ 
tirely dependent upon the mining in­ 
dustry for its support, although lum­ 
bering on a small scale has been com­ 
menced. 
The writer, with many 
others, descended the shaft of the 
Chandler, going down 475 feet, where 
the party was given a chance to see 
how the ore is taken from the bowels 
of the earth, and acquaint themselves 
with the army of miuers who spend 
almost their entire life underground. 
The output of this mine is 2,000 tone 
daily of what is kuowu as soft ore 
which is guaranteed to carry G3 per 
cent of iron, and is of a very desirable 
quality, and is said to find ready pur­ 
chasers. 
There are four shafts in this 
mine and the levels are GO feet apart. 
The party stayed m the mine for three 
hours, climbing from one shaft to the 
other by means of ladders and explor­ 
ing each level until curiosity was ex­ 
hausted, as well as endurance, and 
after three levels had been done the 
cage was called aud the party was 
once more landed on the earth’s sur­ 
face, many of them glad to he where 
they could breath the free air again 
and vowing they would stay on top 
the balance of the trip. 
The party 
made the trip from Ely to Tower, 
where dinner was served the party, 
and the mines of the Minnesota Iron 
Co. were viewed. 
The output of these 
mines is hard ore, the shafts being 
from 400 to 800 feet deep, and have 
underground connection with each 
other, 700 men being employed in tho 
works. 
Of all the mines visited these 
were conceded to be the most sub 
stantial and best planned, and in all 
respects is a model in the line of 
work. 


Tower City has 4,000 people and is 
a very busy place, having all branches 
of business usually found in places of 
a much greater population. 
Max 
Shapiro, a former Brainerdite. is a 
resident of that city, aud is doing a 
thriving business in the meat line, be­ 
sides being the owner of several good 
business blocks, and is considered one 
of the substantial men of the city. 
One drawback tho city has is that the 
mining population all live outside the 
city corporation and peddlers who sell 
by sample and otherwise do a good 
business with them to the detriment 
of the merchants, and they cannot be 
reached by the laws which govern 
such things in the city. 


From Tower tho party went to 
Biwabic, where the Canton and Hale 
mines are located, and from there to 
A irginia City, whore a bauquet was 
tendered by thecitizens at the Virginia 
Hotel, and tho right was spent in that 
thriving city, adjacent to which is the 
Auburn mine, which last year put out 
110,809 tons of ore. 
Lumbering is 
also carried on here to quite an ex­ 
tent. 


I ho people of Virginia City did 
their utmost to provide pleasure for 
their visitors, and their hospitality 
will not he soon forgotten. 
The city, 
situated in a wilderness, is provided 
with electric lights, water works and 
all modern improvements, its streets 
are wide aud the place has a thrifty 
appearance. 
Two years ago the town 
was completely destroyed by fire, but 
it was re-built in a moie substantial 
manner and a steady increase in 
population has made it one of the best 
mining towns on the Mosabi range. 


From Virginia the excursion train 
left at 11 a. m. for Two Harbors, dinner 
being served on the train while on- 
route, and after viewing the great ore 
docks there the party left for Duluth 
arriving at 4 p. m. and spending the 
balance of the day there, the evening 
being devoted to a banquet at the 
Spalding House, at which 325 people 
participated, the return trip to St. 
Faul being started at midnight and 
the city was readied at 7:30 Sunday 
morning. 
Much credit is due Chairman Mc- 
Innis, who hud charge of the junket, 
and who was ably assisted by Messrs. 
C ant and Smith, the other representa­ 
tives of tho Duluth delegation. 
A ery few of the members of the

Much has been said 
concerning the organization of Cass 
muuiy, both for aud against. 
The 
question naturally arises whether it 
would be a benefit to the tax payers 
to organize or not to organize. 
Cass 
county, aa it now stands, has all the 
advantages necessary for educational 
interests. 
School houses are built 
where the country is settled. 
There 
i* school held m these houses as many 
mouths in the year as parents will 
send their children to the schools 
Text books are furnished each child- 
All schools are supplied with all neces­ 
sary apparatus for expediting school 
work. 
Under existing circumstances 
( ’ass county has ample funds for 
building school houses and supporting 
schools wherever there is a sufficient 
number of children to establish a 
school. 
The taxes of Cass county 
have averaged 9 mills on the dollar 
for the past six years—valuation being 
no greater than in any other county. 
W hat more can a county want than 
low valuation, small taxes, and good 
schools? 
1 he agitators of organization claim 
that the vast lands of the county are 
not taxed high enough, also that Crow 
Wing county derives more benefit 
from taxes of Cass county than Cass 
county does itself. 
They also claim 
that the money Cass county pays to 
Crow WiDg would be sufficient to run 
Cass county. Now, the money paid to 
Crow Wing is not derived by a per cent 
on the dollar, but so many mills per 
acre, which usually amounts to about 
#6,000. This amount cannot be altered 
only as Cass county gains or loses 
acres. 
For this #6,000 Crow Wing 
officers do the work—Crow Wing 
takes care of the judicial affairs, elec­ 
tions, and assessments—which alone 
would nearly consume the #6,000 per 
year. 
Now, let us coneider Cass 
county as organized. 
The south end 
of the county is settled, while the 
northern portion is not settled. 
Of 
course our schools are srtuated in the 
settled portions. 
Should the oonnty 
be organized school districts must be 
organized. 
Even if we should have one town­ 
ship (which is the most territory 
allowable) comprise a school district, 
and the highest lawful tax. ther* 
would not be money enough to keep 
the necessary four months of school 
in each district, as the total taxes of 
the settled portion did not exceed 
#1,200 m the year 1894. 
The taxes 
from the other portion amonnted to 
about #36,000. 
Now, 
should we 
organize under the most favorable 
circumstances—have honest, prndent 
officers, keep up our courts, etc., it 
would cost the county in the neighbor­ 
hood of $60,000 per year. 
In addition 
it would be necessary to bond the 
county to construct the county build­ 
ings. 
In order to carry on the county 
affairs it would cost the oounty three 
tiroes as much as it does at the present 
time. 
What I mean to say is, that in­ 
stead of paying a one cent tax, we 
would have to pay a three cent tax and 
school tax additional. 
In the spring 
of 1892 and 1894, I assessed the west 
ern half of the county, am} have 
talked with almost every tax payer in 
that portion, and can honestly say 
that they are not in favor of organizing 
the county. 
They express themselves 
as being satisfied as things now ars 
I think I am safe in saying that if the 
vote was left to the tax payers alone 
they would not vote to have the coun­ 
ty organized 
Nearly svery two in 
three settlers that vote are not tax 
payeis. 
Iu conclusion I would say that it 
would be better for us not to organize 
until we are more able to pay a large 
tax. 
Also, that if we should organize 
aud raise the tax, the pine would be 
taken out of the county as quickly as 
possible. 
The pine owners would not 
stand a large tax. 
It seems to me 
that it would be far better to receive 
the benefit from those pine lands a 
good many years than to receive a 
much larger tax for a few years only. 
I know well enough that those work­ 
ing to have the county organized are 
anxious for organization because they 
hope 
by so 
doing to have 
the 
county funds in their ca^e, which 
funds they will be able to care for 
better than they will take care of the 
oounty, 
Jo otbeF words, tfiey are 
looking for something fat.

Woodruff, stating that he would 
accept 65 cents per foot for Callahau 
Jacket Hose, provided the city would 
pay for the twelve rubber coats at $4 
each. 
The offer was accepted, and 
the clerk was instructed to issue an 
order for the same.

The report of County Superintendent 
Wilson, of this oounty, is as follows: 
The schools of this county have 
made very favorable progress during 
A\ hile hard times

than to find twelve or fifteen as re­ 
quired by the district plan. 
Another 
reason is found in the fact that by 
the township system the support of 
.•I.j . articular school would not fall up­ 
on two or three sections, as it does at 
present. 
What our schools in this 
part of the sta e need more than all 
other things combined, is the taxa­ 
tion of railroad lands.

one to two hours after tho noon hour. 
The ingestion of food, fasting, exer­ 
cise, all are factors in slightly vary­ 
ing tho temperature. 
Tho great pe­ 
culiarity about tho temperature of 
man is its evenness under all condi­ 
tions. Ileat or cold causes but slight 
variation, and in man less than in 
any other animal. 
In extremes that 
would bo fatal to many animals man 
can endure and enjoy good health 
under those circumstances. 
“Wo road of arctic voyagers endur­ 
ing a temperature ranging from 80 
degrees to 90 degrees and oven 102 
degrees below zero, while, on tho 
other hand, in the tropics, during 
the greater part of tho year, tho 
temperature ranges from 100 degrees 
to 110 degrees above, and yet men 
enjoy health in such varying tem­ 
perature.

cles, and then the very smallest 
shred will throw out roots and soou 
grow and form new branches aud j 
buds. 
Specimens of this extraordi- j 
nary plant huvo been suspended in 
the air in a dry, hot room ; th«*y ! 
havo boon placed in close, a irtig h t' 
dark boxes, without moisture of any j 
sort, and yet
